Continuation of Substance of interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: In response to query raised by Mr. Sisson, Nr. Cheek directed 
attention to the page 1 1 of the specification as providing support for claims drawn to a "composition" wherein reference 
is made to how the crystalline form of DM can be used in the manufacture of medicines. Mr. Sisson indicated that he 
interpreted the invention as being the crystalline forms of DM hydrochloride showing a reduction in hygroscopicity and 
residual solvent content" and method of making same, as reflected in the original claims. Mr. Sisson added that page 
1 1 suggests how it can be use but that use of said crystalline form of DM is not articulated in the original disclosure as 
being the invention. Mr. Cheek indicated that he would discuss with applicant the aspect of canceling these claims. 
Mr. Sisson expressed concern over there being no information of record that distinguishes the recited X-ray 
crystallography values for the claimed DM over that of crystalline DM hydrochloride that was previously known in the 
prior art, and absent such, the claimed product may be fairly anticipated by DM hydrochloride known in the art. Mr. 
Sisson suggested adding limitations as to observed hygroscopicity (Table 1,page 9), chemical stability as reported in 
Table 2 (page 9), and residual solvent content as reported in Table 3 (page 10). Mr. Cheek suggested and Mr. Sisson 
agreed that a showing via a Declaration under 37 CFR 1 .132 that the X-ray crystallography values recited (e.g., claim 
7) are not an inherent property of DM hydrochloride known in the prior art. . 
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
